N, May 1, 3:50 a.m.—[By At- 
lantic Cable.) The Boers are now 
showing uncommon activity west of 
Bloemfontein. They are in force be- 
tween Fourteen Streams and Kimber- 
ley. Sunday they occupied Windsor- 
ton, west of the railway, and now 
threaten to interrupt the communica- 
tion of the British force at Warrenton, 
to the north, this too, at a time when 
‘Hunter is about to start on a 


Sunday night, were still holding the 
hills near Thabanchu, while behind 
therg long wagon-trains, loaded with 
wheat for the Boer army in the north 
are moving through Ladybrand. 

The British captured one Boer con- 
voy Sunday, but its size is not men- 
tioned in the dispatch, which barely 
announces the fact. Wepener, lately 
the scene of incessant fighting, is de- 
serted, Gen. Brabant and Col. Dal- 
getty having moved northward. 

A dispatch from Maseru, dated Mon- 
day, says: “The Basutos are a second 
time astounded to see the Boers peacc-

fully retiring with herds which the 


natives think should be the booty of the 
British, who are said to be the con- 
querors.” 

According to information from Ma- 
seru, the main body of the Boers 
reached Leeuw River, due west of 
Ladybrand, Sunday, small parties 
trailing behind at intervals of ten miles 
to protect the rear and whip up their 
herds. Slight outpost actions take place 
daily beyond Karee Siding, where the 
head of the British invasion is can- 
toned. 

African horse sickness has broken 
out in Gen. Buller’s army. It proves 
especially fatal among freshly-arrived 
animals. The Bloemfontein correspond- 
ents point out that the deficiencies in 
the veterinary department cause thou 
sands of losses. 

Gen. Lucas Meyer, replying to Gen. 
Buller’s complaint that some of the 
British prisoners at Pretoria are lodged 
in the town jail, says that only those 
are so treated who have tried or who 
are suspected of trying to escape. He 
retorts, moreover, that the Boer pris- 
oners are confined in the town jail at 
ee with antives. 

prominence to the statement of a news 
agency that Sir Redvers Buller sent 
his resignation to Lord Roberts after 
the Spionkop censurés were published, 
and that Lord Roberts declined to ac- 
cept it. 

The war specials today consist chiefly 
of detached scraps, the favorite intro- 
duction of the military commentators 
and editorial writers being that, as only 
scant news has been wired, something 
big is probably about to happen.

WASHINGTON, April 30.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] At noon tomorrow, 
the House of Representatives will be- 
gin consideration of a bill worth con- 
Sidering. At that hour it will take 
up the Nicaragua Canal Bill, debate 
it for nearly two days, and pass it 
late Wednesday afternoon. It may be 
that as many as four speeches will 
be made in opposition to the passage 
of this bill. About two hundred mem- 
bers are clamoring for time in which 
to make speeches favoring its passage, 
and Chairman Hepburn is at his wits’ 
end to know how to let even half of 
them have time to address the House. 

Perhaps it will be decided Wednes- 
day to have another day’s debate, but 
that is hardly probable, as there is a 
large amount of business pressing upon 
the House for attention, and the time 
for adjournment is drawing near. The 
difficulty may be got around by giv- 
ing all members permission to print 
their speeches in the Congressional 
Record without the formality of de- 
livering them on the floor. What is 
said upon the floor upon this bill wit) 
amount to nothing anyway, as a large 
majority in the House favor its pass- 
age. 


TRADE COMMISSION BILL. 


HOUSE FAILS TO CONSIDER. 
(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 
WASHINGTON, April 30.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.}] The House today made 
another attempt to pass the Oriental 
Trade Commission Bill, but it failed.

Mr. Jones of Arkansas offered an 
amendment striking out Mr. Carter’ .

He further de- 
clared, In response to inquiries, that 
these claims were located by aliens in 
the en ploy of the North American 
Transportation Company, and other 
trarsportation com panies. When 
presved as to how he knew these loca- 


tions were “fraudulent and illegal,” he 


said he understood that a mafority of 
the locators who were employed in the 
trans}-ortation companies were aliens. 

M. Turner maintained that the whole 
country ir the Cape Nome district had 
been gobbled up im the interest of these 
companics, which were now 


ng the 
claims, to the detriment of hundreds 


of American miners. - 

Mr. Teller called attention to the fact 
that in the entire controversy it had 
not been regarded by anybody but Mr. 
Turner that there were not to exceed 
twenty-five aliéns who had located 
claims in the Cape Nome district, and 
it had not appeared that they were em- 
ployés of transportation companies. 

Mr. Turner had read a letter from an

Mr. Hansbrough made an earnest 
peal in behalf of the Carter - 
ment. He held that an atten on the pub- 
lie domain was a trespasser, and had 
no right to treatment better than that 
accorded a trespasser. 

“The American miners,” he declared, 
“will not stand idly by and see claims 
=e" by men who have no right to 
them.” 

Mr. Hansbrough asserted his belief 
that there was @ monster conspiracy in 
the opposition to the amerdment. and 
that the conspirators were the million- 
aires and corporations that had ac- 
quired the claims in the Nome district. 

Mr. Ross of Vermont made a legal

ment.

[A. P. DAY REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, April 30.—HOUSE. 
Mr. Dalzell of Pennsylvania, from the 
Committee on Ways and Means, pre- 
sented a report of that committee rec- 
ommending that the Tawney resolution 
calling on the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury for information concerning the 
amount and character of the material 
used in the manufacture of oleomar- 
garine by the manufacturers, as shown 
by duplicates in the possession of the 
Internal Revenue Bureau, lie upon the 
table. Mr. Tawney of Minnesota and 
Mr.. Dolliver of Iowa presented a mi- 
neority report recommending that the 
resolution be adopted. At the request 
of Mr. Babcock of Wisconsin action on 
the reports was postponed for one 
week. 

Mr. Corliss of Michigan, chairman of 
the Committee on Election of Presi- 
dent, Vice-President and Representa- 
tives in Congress, called up the joint 
resolution for a constitutional amend- 
ment to disqualify polygamists for 
election as Senators and epresenta- 
tives, and prohibiting polygamy and 
polygamus cohabitation between the 
sexes.

Colorado Is Treated to More 
Bad Weather. 


Heavy Rains at Denver Cause 
Apprehension for Safety 
of Castiewood Dam. 


{A P. DAY REPORT.) 
DENVER, April 30.—The storm of the 


| past thirty-six hours in Denver and 


the surrounding country has been ex- 
actly the same as the two previous 
spells of bad weather this month—a 
steady downpour along the eastern 
slope of the Rockies for hundreds of 
miles, with the storm center apparently 
at Denver. The precipitation here for 
the thirty days of April has been more 
than eight inches, six inches in excess 
of normal. Denver has received so far 
this year a precipitation of 9.20 inches, 
approximately as much as was reported 
during the entire year 1899, 

Apprehensions are again felt, regard- 
ing the safety of Castlewood dam at 
the head of Cherry Creek, thirty miles 
from Denver. The dam holds back 
2,00 000,000 gallons of water and should 
it be let loose it would cause great 
damage and probably some loss of life. 
Owtng to an unfounded report that the 


dam had broken, ranchmen, dairymen 
and others living alone the creek. fled 
from their homes last night. ‘ 


The Platte River in this city is thirty 
inches higher this morning than it has 
been for eight years.

LINCOLN’S COURAGE. 


HE WAS UNMOVED BY PERSONAL 
PERIL. 

{Leslie's Weekly:] Thomas F. Pren- 
die, for thirty-five years a doorkeeper 
at the Executive Mansion, used fre- 
quently to accompany President Lin- 
coln on his walks about town, and has 
many interesting things to tell of that 
great man, whom he believes to have 
been one of the bravest men the world 
has ever known. On one occasion 
Prendle was walking with the Presi- 
dent down a flight of steps at the Navy 
Department, when they came suddenly 
upon a man who was evidently en- 
deavoring to hide himself in a dark 
corner at the bottom of the staircase. 
Observing the stranger and fearing he 
meant harm to the President, Prendle 
essayed to place his body in a position 
to protect his companion. Mr. Lincoln, 
however, brave and fearless as always. 
stepped forward and closely scrutin- 
ized the man, who ran rapidly up the 
steps, and, turning squarely around 
when he reached the top, looked down 
upon the President, who did not falter, 
but continued to gaze sharply at him. 
On their return to the White House Mr. 
Lincoln said, quite calmly: “Prendle, 
do you know I received a letter last 
night warning me against a man who 
exactly answered the description of 
that man we met on the steps?” 


High Prices for Old Masters. 


{London Globe:] In regard to the late 
Sir F. Burton's estimate of £87,000, at 
which the Blenheim Raphael and Van- 
dyke were acquired by the treasury, 
and to the suggestion that the price 
was an exceptionally high one. it is 
pointed out that at the time the Ger- 
man government was doing its best to 
make the Berlin gallery the finest col- 
lection of old masters in Europe,; and 
that if the British government ha@ not 
paid the price Germany would have 
willingly done so. On the other hand, 
it is now contended that Sir F. Bur- 
ton’s valuation was not £70,000, the 
sum given, but £110,000, and that he in 
fact recommended the purchase of 
eleven Blenheim pictures for 350,000 
guineas. The treasury declined to en- 
tertain the proposal, and the pictures 
were ultimatelv sold for half the valua- 
tion of Sir Frederick. .

HELD POR MURDER. 


Castillo Must Answer for the 
Death of Johnson. 


Price’s Predicament —Bogus But- 
ter Case Dismissed—Jus- 
tice Court Notes. 


“The preliminary examination of 
Mateo Castillo on the charge of mur- 
der was concluded before Justice Aus- 
tin yesterday. The court considered 
the evidence, which is purely circum- 
stantial, to warrant holding the pris- 
oner to answer without bail, and it was 
so ordered. Castillo is the one-legged 
tamale vender, supposed to be respon- 
sible for the death of Frank, alias 
“Pelion” Johnson, who was found dead 
in Castillo’s bed with a knife wound 
in his heart. Castillo neither admits 
nor denies his guilt. He says he was 
so drunk on the night of the tragedy 
that he cannot remember what hap- 
pened. 

A. L. Price, the young Whittier grad- 
uate, who is charged with being re- 
sponsible for the downfall of Matilda 
Ditmer, who is herself now an inmate 
of the Whittier State School, must an- 
swer to the statutory charge of rape. 
Price’s preliminary examination, which 
was commenced last week, was con- 
cluded in Justice Austin's court yester- 
day. Dr. Newlin, the State school 
physician, who made a physical exam- 
ination of the girl upon her admission 
to the institution, testified as to her 
condition. Officer Ross Phillips and 
Miss Emma Bopanz, the girl's half sis- 
ter, were called as witnesses for the 
defense, but,their testimony was im- 
material. The court held the defend- 
ant to answer in $5000 bail. 

DEFECTIVE COMPLAINT. 

The complaint against Warehouse- 
man William H. Maurice, charging him 
with unlawful possession of oleomar- 
garine, was dismissed on demurrer yes- 
terday, by Justice Austin. The law 
allows any one to have butterine on 
hand for consumption by the possessor 
or his family. It is alleged that more 
than a ton of the stuc was found in 
Maurice’s warehouse, but the com- 
plaint under which he was arraigned 
failed to state that it was not intended 
for his private use. A demurrer touch- 
ing this point was sustained and the 
case was dismissed, but it is under- 
stood that a new complaint obviating 
the fatal omission will. be filed at an 
early date. 

MARTIN SWIPED A SPOON. 

Jim Martin, a dope fiend who shelled 
peas for a meal at the Abbotsford Inn 
and made away with a silver spoon, 
was given a sentence of twenty-five 
days for petty larceny, yesterday, by 
Justice Austin. Martin admitted that 
he took the spoon, but said he found 
it in the swill barrel and supposed that 
it was discarded property. 

FOR BABY’S SAKE. 


Mrs. Ollie Hellman, who is separated 
from her husband and has been lead- 
ing a life of shame, pleaded gullty to 


‘the charge of vagrancy before Justice 


in yesterday, but begged for clem- 
aoe tg account of being the mother 
of a small child. The court admon- 
ished her to forsake her sinful ways 
for her baby's sake, and released her 
on a suspended sentence of thirty days. 
DIMOND’'S BAD CHECKS. 
A complaint was filed in Justice Mor- 
gan'’s court yesterday charging C. J. 
Dimond with attempt to defraud the 
Main Street Savings Bank and the Off 
& Vaughn Drug Company, by means 
of a forged check for $5. Dimond's 
preliminary examination on a similar 
charge is now pending in Justice Aus- 
tin’s court. His hearing before Justice 
Morgan was set for May 5.

DAM LITIGATION. 


CORPORATION ENCROACHING ON 
FOREST RESERVE. 

A bill of complaint in the name of the 
United States was filed in the Federal 
Court yesterday afternoon by Dist.- 
Atty. Frank P. Flint, asking an injunc- 
tion to prevent the San Joaquin Elec- 
tric Company from building a dam 
and reservoir on the river known as 
the North Fork in the Sierra forest re- 
serve. 

It is alleged in the bill that certain 
persons located a mining claim known 
as Crane Valley No. 1 placer claim, in 
the Sierra forest reserve, not for the 
purpose of extracting the natural min- 
erals of the soil, but to further the ends 
of the San Joaquin Electric Company. 
ne ogee who located the claim, it is 
alleged, ad not act j 
and J. J. Seymour, the recetwer of the 
company, to locate the lands as a 
placér claim with the intention of sub- 
serving the interests of the defendant 
co ration. 
ow, it is said, the San Joaquin Elec- 
tric Company proposes to erect a dam 
reservoir in the 
Sierra forest reserve-without the con- 
sent of the Department of the Interior. 
contrary to the laws of the Wnhited 


States. 
Y- On April 5, it is alleged Charles s. 


Newhall, forest superintendent of the 
Sierra forest reserve, served a notice of 
trespass on the company, but up to the 
present time the company has shown 
no intention of abandoning the opera- 
tions begun for the construction of the 
dam. An injunction is_ therefore 
sought. The order was not issued last 
night.

Nullification. 

The spirit of the angry southerners in 
view of the passage of the tariff of 1828 
was set forth by Calhoun in the Expo- 
sition and Protest of December in the 
game year. This paper declared that 
the sovereignty of the States was 
clearly established by constitutional 
precedents, and that the constitutional 
relation -of the States to the Federal 
government plainly implied “a veto or 
control on the action of the general 
government.” It suggested that South 
Carolina should in convention impose 
the veto of the State upon the recent 
action of the central government, and 
“decide in what manner the tariff act 
caught to be declared null and void.” 
No'ling followed at once upon the an- 
nouncement of this bold proposition. A 
President chosen by the Southern 
States was about to enter upon the 
duties of his office. It seemed wise to 
wait and see what he would do for his 
outraged friends. 

It was soon clear that President Jack- 
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the wild spirit of . speculation which 


cured a pliant Secretary who would do 
his bidding, caused the deposits to be 
gradiuaily withdrawn and placed with 
certain banks in the different States, 
which were called the “pet banks.” The 
nationai bank in consequence became 
seriously embarrassed, and was forced 
to stringent ‘measures to pfrote>t its 
cieait. Loans were called and grea: 
scarcity of money resulted. Friends »: 
the baak in Congress were much exas- 
perated. Webster and Clay succeedé3 
in getting a vote of censure upon the 
President passed through the Senate. 
He replied with an arrogant asse 

of his right - his own interpretation of 
the Constitution. 

The unsettled condition of financial 
affairs, when, the conservative influ- 
ence of the national bank having been 
destroyed, there: was nothing to check 


cverran the country, at last alarmed 
the President. The national debt had 
been paid, and éven the reduced tariff 
of 1833 brought fn annually many mil- 
lious of surplus revenue. The Jackson 
Democrats denied the constitutional 
power of the Federal government to 
use tne national funds for internal im- 
provements, declaring such undertak- 

io belong to the States alone, and 
the Piesident vetoed or “pocketed” bills 
for such purposes. What should be 
done with the money which continued 
to pour into the treasury? According to 
a plan proposed by Calhoun, it was fin- 
ally decided to loan the surplus with- 
out interest to the several States in 
proportion to their Congressional rep- 


gen would brook no infringement upon 
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resentation. Nothi more was needed

the rights and powers of the govern- 
ment of which he was the head. Per- 
sonal ill feeling between Jackson and 
Calhoun helped to embitter the politi- 
cal quarrel. In November, 1832, the 
State convention was held, and South 
Carolina declared the tariff acts of 1828 
and 1832 null and void, and forbade 
the payment of the duties. This forced 
such an issue as delighted the Presi- 
dent’s soldierly temper. He replied 
with a proclamation declaring, ‘The 
laws of the United States must be exe- 
cuted,” and denounced disunion by 
armed force as treason... Land and 
naval forces were dispatched to 
Charleston, and the customs collector 
was ordered to collect the duties, using 
what force was: necessary. The vigor 
of Jackson’s treatment of nullification 
struck a popular chord, and made him 
more than ever the nation’s hero. The 
leaders of the nullifiers met and “sus- 
pended” the operation of the treason- 
able ordinance, and after the passage 
of the compromise tariff act it was re- 
pealed. The nullification episode was 
the beginning of a rupture in the Dem- 
ocratic party. Calhoun and his sym- 
pathizers were soon claimed by the 
Whigs. Opposition to Jackson in vari- 
ous Southern States contributed to the 
building up of the Whig party through- 
out the South. 
JACKSON AND THE BANK. 

It has been characteristic of Ameri- 
can democracy to look with suspicion 
upon the political power of money, 
either in the hands of individuals or of 
incorporated institutions. Jackson 
shared the popular prejudice against 
the United States Bank, and his first 
annual message raised the question of 
its constitutionality, and its expediency, 
and suggested an early consideration 
by Congress of the granting of a new 
charter when it be asked for. 
The constitutionality of the bank had 
been repeatedly affirmed by the highest 
judicial authority in the land, while 
the present charter would notexpire un- 
til 1836. Prof. Sumner tells us that the 
bank was now under most wise and 
careful management, and in excellent 
cordition. The country was tranquil, 
and prospeious, and the currency tas 
good. All this was upset by the Proesi- 
dent’s message. The currency became 

isordered, and the banks were trou- 
bled, while the general feeling was one 
of uncertainty and uneasiness. The 
vagne recommendation by the Presi- 
dent, of a bank “founded on the credit 
of the government and its revenues” 
as a substitute for that devised by the 
great federalist financier seemed to 
point toward dangerous paper-money 
schemes. In 1832 Con ss was asked 
to recharter the bank, and the Dill 
passed both houses. It was promptly 
vetoed by the President, and the na- 
tional Republicans were not strong 
enough to carry it over.the veto, The 
question was now made a party issue. 
As Prof. Sumner says of the Presi- 
dent’s supporters, “The bank question 
was one of the great questions through 
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which Jackson’s popularity and his 
will hammered them into a solid party 
phalanx.” The campaign of 1832 was 
fought for “the bank or Jackson,” and 
Jackson won by an overwhelming ma- 
jority over Clay. Henceforth he could 
not but feel that in fighting the bank, 
as in putting down nullification, he was 
carrying out the wishes of the people. 
One of the principal functions of the 
bank was the furnishing of facilities 
to the government for collecting and 
paying out its revenues without ex- 
pense to itself. It was an arrange- 
ment not only economical for the ad- 
ministration, but advantageous to the 
bank, and to the people, as it kept in 
circulation the money paid tnto the na- 
tional treasury, but it was true, as its 
enemies. asserted, that it gave to the 
bank great political power; that it 
might use its great sums of money for 
influencing elections. It might favor 
the friends of the government and op- 
press its enemies. There seems to be 


.no room for doubt that fn the election 


of 1882 the bank did so use its financial 
power. Jackson had always regarded 
it as a strong agent in the hands of his 
opponents. 

A clause in the charter permitted the 
Secretary ef the Treasury to depovit 
the revenues in other banks at his dis- 
creticn. Jackson, having by repeated 
remvvals and new appointments, se- 


social life that immediate emancipation 


to set the States off upon a course of 
extravagant expenditures. The fever 
for speculation became an epidemic. 
Banks had multiplied inordinately 
through the country, all eager to 
share in the favors bestowed upon the 
“pets.” The country was flooded with 
“rag money,” cheap and abundant. One 
of Jackson's last official acts was the 
issuing of the “specie circular,” by 
which he vaimy hoped to retrieve the 
financial disaster which had befallen 
the nation. This provided that only 
gold and silver and notes of specie- 
paying banks should be received for 
public lands. ‘The effect was almost in- 
stantaneous. Money at once became 
scarce and interest en 
and the great financial c 
followed, with untold suffering to vast 
multitudes, paralysis of business and 
serious interruption to the devel ent 
of the country. Nevertheless Jackson's 
attitude toward the bank did on the 
w command the popular approval, 
and continued to do so, and so deeply 
did he impress upon the Democratic 
party his hostility to a national bank 
of the sort which he had overthrown 
that opposition to such instituions has 
become a permanent party principle. 
The National Republicans were forced 
to bear the odfum of the evils resulting 
from the struggle with the bank, and. 
never again dared to go into a cam- 
paign on that issue. 
ABOLITIONISM. 

Jackson’s time witnessed the rise of 
@ new movement for the destruction of 
slavery. After the adoption of the Mis- 
souri compromise in 1820 the opposftion 
to slavery was quiescent for more than 
a decade, but about 1832 it started up 
with new vigor, and determination. 
Abolition societies there had been from 
early colonial days. Slavery was depre- 
cated and apologized for by the 
thoughtful and humane North and 
South, and nearly all looked for its 
ultimate disappearance throu grad- 
ual emancipation. It was thus dying out 
in the North, slowly indeed, for as 
late as 1840 a few slaves were still to 
be found in Connecticut, New Hamp- 
shire, Illinois, Wisconsin and other 
Nérthern States. In 1829 William Lioyd 
Garrison, a young printer in Baltimore, 
published a demand for tmmediate abo- 
lition, and the use of every effort to 
bring it about, regardless of the tnter- 
ests or the wishes of the slave owners. 
This has been likened to the hurling of 
a firebrand into a powder magazine. 
Public feeling from one end of the 
country to the other was soon aflame. 
Garrison issued the first number of The 
Liberator in Boston, January 1, 1831. 
The following year the New England 
Anti-Slavery Society was formed to 
labor for immediate abolition. The 
abolition of slavery just at this time in 
the British West Indies greatly stimu- 
lated interest in the subject in the 
United States. Abolition societies mul- 
tiplied rapidly, and many of the most 
able and earnest men and women of the 
Northern States entered warmly into 
the crusade against the great evil 
whose further tolerance they regarded 
as a national sin. But slavery had now 
become so thoroughly entrenched in the 
Southern States and so thoroughly in- 
terwoven with. all their industrial and 


was to them a simple ftmpossibility. 
Naturally the violently aggressive at- 
titude assumed toward their peculiar 
domestic institution by the new school 
of agitators aroused the most intense 
indignation throughout the slave-hold- 
ing States. At one or two points this 
inflammatory condition of public senti- 
ment affected the administration of 
Jackson. For several years the slave 
States had beer enacting laws punish- 
ing with outrageous penalties the cir- 
culating of printed matter calculated 
to excite dissatisfaction among the 
slaves; and when, tn 1835, the abolition- 
ists began to sow broadcaat their perni- 
cious doctrines through the mails, it 
was felt the emergency justified ex- 
treme measures. © postmaster at 
Charleston, 8S. C., refused to deliver 
such incendiary publications, and ap- 
pealed to the Postmaster-General for 
“instructions.” Kendal gave an am- 
biguous reply, but other documents 
from his hand, evidently “inspired by 
Jackson himeelf, clearly showed his 
sympathy with the southern view. 

The President’s message of 1885 
brought the matter before Congress, 
and proposed a law prohibiting the. cir- 
culation through the mails of matter 
objectionable to the South. Calhoun 
drew a bill in accordance with the sug- 
gestion, but Congress rejected it, and in 
the accompanying discussion it was 
made clear to many that slavery and 
the freedom of the preas could not co- 
exist. Not only did this attemp¥® to es- 
tablish a censorship of the press in the 
interest of slavery come to naught. but 
n bill was passed the same vear forbid- 
ding postmasters unlawfully to retain 
any mailed letter or parcel “with in- 
tent to prevent the arrival and delivery 
of the same.” 

In 1836 Michigan and Arkansas 
entered the Union, the one with free- 
dom, the other with slavery.

LOS ANGELES THEATER. ~-‘The 
Sporting Duchess” is one of the strong- 
est cards in the Frawley repertoire. 
It is current during the first half of 
the present week at the Los Angeles 
Theater, and it is presented in a man- 
ner which leaves little room for ad- 
verse comment, and which merits the 
warmest of commendation. The scenic 
environment which Mr. Frawley has 
given to the play is really sumptuous, 
being much more elaborate than was 
provided when the piece was presented 
here a few months ago by the same 
company. 

The piay is out of the usual order of 
dramatic productians, in that it con- 
sists of twelve scenes, instead of being 
divided into acts, as is the usual cus- 
tom. These scenes follow one another 
in quick succession, and in sequentia 
order, obviating the long waits which 
are often so trying to the patience of 
the theater habitué. The action is 
swift and certain, the plot is absorb- 
ing, and the interest is admirably sus- 
tained throughout. The play has a 
triune authorship—Cecil Raleigh, 
Henry Hamiiton, and Sir Augustus 
Harris being jointly responsible for the 
disturbance and the happy ending. 
While the drama is more or less melo- 
dramatic in places—as modern English 
plays are apt to be—it touches a genu- 
ine chord of feeling in many of its 
situations, and is altogether interesting 
in the story which it tells and the char- 
acters which it introduces, 

The principal characters, with some 
exceptions, are allotted to the same 
members of the company as when the 
play was last presented in Los An- 
geles, by the Frawleys. Keith Wake- 
man, however, is new in the title role— 
that of Marie, Duchess of Milford. 
Miss Wakeman enacts this exaeting 
role with ease and grace and natural- 

In her hands it is a strong por- 
traiture, limned with confident 
skill and brought out in clear relief. 
It is the best piece of dramatic work 
yet done by Miss Wakeman in Los 
Angeles. 

Clarence Montaine is also new to us 
in the role of Joe Ayimer—a virile char- 
acter creation, which Mr. Montaine 

resents with many touches of orig- 
nality, and with undoubted dramatic 
sincerity. 

And there is Mary Van Buren, who 
is seen once more in the role of the 
bold, bad Vivian D’Arville. It goes 
terribly against the grain to see “Our 
Mary.” the apostle and exemplar of 
sweetness and light, playing the part 
‘of a heartless, conscienceless adventur- 
ess, and doing it so well as almost to 
make us believe that she is “the real 
thing.”’ But such is life~on the farther 
side of the footlights. 

Captain Reynolds is a double-dyed 
villain as Major Mostyn, but he “gets 
it in the neck” all along the line, until 
the gods are not only satisfied but sur- 
feited. Marion Barney does most ex- 
cellent work as the Countess of Des- 
borough; Francis Byrne carries the role 
of the Earl of Desborough in a highly 
acceptable manner; J. R. Amory is ex- 
tremely amusing as ‘“‘Cyp;” and the 
other roles are for the most part well 
and conscientiously presen 

“The Sporting Duchess” runs until 
and including tomorrow night, with a 
matinee tomorrow afternoon; to be suc- 
ceeded, on Thursday evening, by Beer- 
bohm Tree's play, “The Red Lamp,” 
which is to run the remainder of the 
week. 


MOROSCO’S BURBANK THEATER. 
The attraction at this house for the 
current week is the well-known comic 
opera by Johann Strauss, ““The Queen's 
Lace Handkerchief.”

AT SAN JOSE. 


SOLDIERS CARRY AND DRAG 
TRANSPORTATION. 

{From “Campaigning in the Philip- 
pines:”] Early on the morning of the 
24th the command, now separated into 
two parts, through the failure of the 
wagon train to reach the river before 
going into camp the night before, was 
in motion, The Twenty-second Infantry 
advanced to and occupied San José 
without opposition, being accompanied 
by Scott's platoon. The Third Infantry 
occupied the approaches to the ford 
and adjacent thickets to guard the 
transportation. The remainder of the 
command, with wagon train, resumed 
the advance toward the river. The 
Same condition, or worse, if possibile, 
continued to impede the progress of the 
wagon train as on the day previous. 
Capt. Gale, with his dismounted squad- 
ron of the Fourth Cavalry, furnished 
the advance guard and convoy of the 
train, and with his entire command 
rendered valuable aid as engineers in 
assisting to prepare the roads, building 
bridges, etc. Lieut. Hawthorne, with 
his mountain battery detached, and 
even Maj. Penrose, Lieut. Kemp of the 
Medical Corps, with their hospital 
squad, and Chinamen, lent a willing 
hand@ to overcome what frequently ap- 
peared insurmountable obstacles to 
further progress. But of the North Da- 
kotas, commended by Lieut.-Col. Treu- 
mann, Gen. Lawton expresses special 
appreciation. The exchanged their 
well-performed duties of advance guard 
of the day before for the laborious one 
or rear guard of the two days necesg- 
sary to reach Norzagaray. This regi- 
ment had orders to leave nothing be- 
hind, and literally carried transporta- 
tion over bad places, and put squads 
of men in the shafts to replace worn- 
out and dead bulls. Every service, even 
to the use of pick and shovel, was per- 
formed, from the colonel down to the 
private, with the same commendable 
earnestness that has given this regi- 
ment its reputation for cheerful and ef- 
fective accomplishment of any task 
set them. 

As rapidly as troops came in, they 
occupied the deserted huts of the town 
(San José,) and remained all night. The 
wagon train came in during the night, 
men and animals completely exhausted, 
many carabeao having died, the men 
taking their .places d hauling the 
carts along. 

During the afternoon Second Lieut. 
Cc. H. Boyd, Fourth Cavalry, reported 
Troop I of that regiment for duty in 
the expedition. He had come with his 
troop, which was mounted on native 
ponies, from the vicinity of Norzagaray, 
to which point a provisional brigade, 
composed of seven companies of the 
Second Oregon Volunteer Infantry and 
eight of the Thirteenth Minnesota Vol- 
unteer Infantry, and a section (one 
gun) of the Utah Light Artillery, under 
command of Col. Owen Summers, Sec- 
ond Oregon Volunteer Infantry. had 
been accompanied by Maj. Charles G. 
Starr, Inspector-General, U.8.V., from 
Rocaue, with a view to joining the ex- 
pedition. Lieut. Boyd reported that 
while with Col. Summers’s command 
the enemy had been encountered and 
had made a stubborn resistance, but 
had been driven back through Norza- 
garay, and across the river, just east of 
that town, without serious casualty on 
our. side. Lieut. Boyd and his troop 
returned at once to Norzagaray. The 
march was resumed at the usual hour, 
om the morning of the 25th instant for 
Norzgagaray, with Troon L, Fourth 
Cavalry, as escort, and advanced with 
headquarters, without waiting for the 
remainder of the command, arriving at 
Norzagaray about 12:30 p.m. without 
incident.

THE YAQUI WAR. 


VALUABLE OBSERVATIONS OF T. S. 
VAN DYKE IN SONORA. 


Thinks That Active Hostilities Will 
Soon Cease, Although Bushwhackin, 
May Long Continue — The Entire 
Trouble the Work of a Few Malcon- 
tents—Indians in Desperate Straits. 


For nearly a year the Mexican g0v- 
ernment has been to put an end 
to the Yaqui Indian rebellion and to 
the Yaqui Indians as well. For a time 
their campaign against the Indians was 
lively enough, but during the past three 
months little of what has been done 
in the State of Sonora has leaked out. 
and the public has had to depend for 
its “news” largely upon irresponsible 
correspondents at Nogales and EK! Paso. 
The news pipe-dreamer at the latter 
point was particularily active for a 
time, but after his greatest effort in 
which he sent out the report that the 
Indians were armed with a machine 
gun and were commanded by a former 
Rough Rider, he, too, subsided when 
it had been proven that his “news” 
was a fake of the worst description. 
The official organ of the Mexican gov- 
ernment at G has had noth 
to say about the war for weeks, but 
during that time there has been an 
army of 5000 men in the Yaqui country.

Un- 
der date of April 27 he writes The 
Times the following interesting letter 
giving his news of the situation as it 
exists at present: 

“Can the truth be learned about the 
Yaqui war? The people of Guaymas 
seem to have no trouble about it un- 
til they see an American newspaper, 
when the old principle of going away 
from home to learn the news seems re- 
vived in full force. The Americans 
who are interested in the development 
of Sonora are quite indignant over the 
matter, while the Mexicans seem to 
care little about the wild reports. 

“*The front’ has been about the last 
place to learn anything about this war. 
It extends along the Yaqui River 
nearly a hundred miles, much of it in 
a dense jungle of mesquite, such as few 
people have ever seen, most of which 
can be traversed only on trails, along 
which there is constant danger of am- 
bush, with very little chance of escape. 
Outside. of this the Indians take to 
the roughest of hills, where there are 
few or no trails, almost no feed and 


grea 
likely to find the hunting for facts 
somewhat slow. Moreover the dally 
movements of the Mexican army are 
not given to the public, and the man 
who should attempt to forestall the 
newag market by predictions about 
what the army would do on such a 
day, aa was done almost every day 
during our own Spanish war, might 
find himeelf in trouble here. e con- 
sequence has been that reliable news 
about this war can be sifted only from 
the general results reaching over quite 
a period of time. 

“The Yaqui Indians number some 
twenty thousand, most of them peace- 
able and industrious, oultivating the 
rich bottom lands of the river and 
working in the mines, on the ranches 
and in the towns elsewhere. Thev 
have their proportion of agitators, who 
tell them they are, oppressed and 
down-trodden, that the whole Yaq 
bottoms are theirs whether they can 
cultivate them all or not, and that 
fighting is better fun than working. 

‘The Mexican government, always 
recognizing the Indian right of pos- 
session, has ven them all the land 
they can cultivate. This satisfied the 
majority, but the agitators claimed 
that the whole valley was theirs, that 
they had withstood the Mexican army 
before and could do it in. The 
consequence was that some joined 
the uprising, though the real maicon- 
tents only numbered some 400. 

“There has been nothing worthy of 
note in the shape of a campaign and 
no pitched battles of any consequence. 
The Mexican force has been so large 
and so well armed that there has been 
little left for the Indians but to run. 

“A body of soldiers keeping in rank 
cannot run as fast as the individual 
fugitives. When he sees an Ind 
vanish in the dense mesquite with his 
rifle still in his hand, the soldier some- 
how has a tendency to recollect his 
discipline and remain in rank. It is 
not recorded in history that the Ameri- 
can soldier was eager to break ranks 
when he saw the Apache fade among 
the rocks or cactus, but it is recorded 
that the regularity with which our 
army made camp at evening at the

enemy having little or nothing to lose, 
a tedious campaign results, something 
like that in the PhHippines. But the 
end is now in sight. The Indians have 
been broken up into small bands of 
from five to fifteen, wandering about 
without any organization, or the possi- 
bility of any that will be effective. 
They are cut off from food and ammu- 
nition and can get neither. Only about 
five hundred now have rifles, and most 
of these are very short of ammunition. 
Against them are five thousand Mex!- 
can soldiers. As fast as they are cap- 
tured they are sent to other portio’ 
of Mexico, where they will learn new 
idec- Several hundred young bucks 
have already been sent, and this will 
probably e the last of the trouble 
with the Yaquis, leaving the river as 
safe as any section of the work. 

“At no time has there been the slight- 
est danger of an attack on Guaymas. 
The Indians have too much sense for 
that. The talk of their being led by 
an American cowboy is equally silly. 
The cowboy is not that kind of a goose. 
They have no machine guns or any- 
thing of the kind, and have relied en- 
tirely on their own resources. 

“At no time has there been any dan- 
ger to an American or other foreigner 
in Sonora, except on the lower_hun- 
dred miles or less of the Yaqui River. 
Just now the Indians prefer to have 
strangers keep out, but the chances 
are that a trip in there would be safe. 
Two Americans were killed by persist- 
ing in going into the Indian camp on 
the day of the uvrising. The Indians 
warned them away, but they were so 
certain that the Yaquis never hurt any 
one but Mexican soldiers, that they 
persisted and were probably shot as 
spies. These are the only Americans 
that have been troubled in anv way 
What the small wandering bands micht 
do when hungry and anxious for am- 
munition, no one can say. But they 
are only in the jungle of the river and 
adjacent hills, and the rest of Sonora 
ig as safe as any part of California. 
The Yaquis are in no respect like 
the Apaches, Sioux or others of our 
troublesome Indians. They are not 
raiders or marauders and only want to 
he let alone. If they carry this idea 
too far the rebellion is only against 
the government, and they trouble no 
one who does not trouble them. 

‘The above facts are from the Mext. 
can officials, confirmed by the Ameri- 
can residents, and especially by those 
owning property or living on the 
Yaqui River. In three weeks’ investi- 
gation of the subject I find no differ- 
ence about the facts.”

TERMINAL’S SIDE. 


_ E. Gibbon, Esq., who, with the as- 
secon of Mr. Thomas, has waged the 
fight for a franchise from its inception, 
then proceeded to state his side of the 
matter. He first paid his respects to 
the other attorneys in cutting language, 
referring to the corporations. they rep- 
resent ae being open in their efforts to 
throttle advancement here, and re- 
minding the Council of the recent rate 
cases before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission by way of illustrating how 
they have joined issues on other things, 
besides their opposition to this appli- 
cation. He then took up the report of 
the Board of Public Works, and, sec- 
tion by section, pointed out its incon- 
sistency by comparing the reasons 
given for granting the Traction fran- 
chise with those advanced for opposing 
the one asked for by the Terminal. To 
the property-owners along the line, a. 
few of whom might fear that it is the 
intention of the Terminal to build a 
steam road, he said that before one 
foot of track could be laid or a spike 
driven for such a road, the company 
would have to reimburse the owners of 
property for the damage that would be 
done to their property, and could be 
compelled to give to those property- 
owners a bond which would amply pro- 
tect them from all infury. He then 
took up the question of the feeling of 
the public on the matter, and reminded 
the Council that in the petition for the 
franchise presented from the Mer- 
chants’ and Manufacturers’ Association 
there is represented more business 
wealth, a greater number of business 
houses, and more capital invested in 
business than has ever before been 
brought before the Council. He as- 
serted that the members of the Coun- 
cil were there to serve the interests of 
the people, and when the people de- 
mand what they desire it is not for the 
Council to say to them that it is not 
good for them to have it. The history 
of the effort of the Terminal ta@ enter 
Pasadena was given in full. 

As to the argument advanced by the 
other side, that the city should receive 
some remuneration for such a fran- 
chise, Mr. Gibbon declared that his 
company desired to invest half a mil- 
lion dollars in the enterprise, and 
pointed out that the interest on this 
amount, which would be expended here,,. 
would more than make up for any per- 
centage which might be paid into the 
city treasury if the franchise could be 
sold. He reminded the Council of the 
thousands of nickels which would be 
saved all classes of citizens bv reason 
of the introduction of the transfer sys- 
tem, which, he declared, would have 
to be met by competing lines, and 
which would result in benefit.to every 
person who rides on the cars of the 


city. 
WHAT IT HAS DONE. 

“It has been asked here, what has 
the Terminal done for this city?” he 
said. “Such an inquiry comes with 
poor grace from such people as have 
asked it here, and I wonder that such 
a question should be asked by repre- 
sentatives of the Southern Pacific. If 
the Terminal has done nothing else for 
this community I now assert that it is 
entitled to the everlasting gratitude of 
the people of this city for having made 
possible and for assisting in the work 
of securing a free harbor at San Pedro 
for a free people.” [Applause.] As to 
the statements made by his opponents 
that there had been so many promises 
about the Salt Lake road that that 
subject was an old one, Mr. Gibbon as- 
serted that but for .the opposition of 
the Southern Pacific to the harbor the 
Salt Lake road would have been built 
long ago. “During the ten years of its 
history,’ continued Mr. Gibbon, “the 
Terminal Railroad has carried more 
than a million of the citizens of this 
community, and not one passenger 
has been injured tn all that time. Can 
either of the other companies say as 
much?” He then declared that the 
application for franchise and the agree- 
ment that any reasonable clause might 
be inserted were made in good faith 
and were intended for what they mean: 
in plain English. He _ declared 
even his opponents were not honest 
when they said that the Terminal in- 
tends to covert the road into a steam 
road, for such is not the intention of 
that company. He believed that the con- 
ditions inserted in the franchise would 
be as binding as any other provis- 
jon, and in conclusion earnestly pleaded 
for an opportunity to give to the city a 
service which would be what the city 
and its citizens deserve and are en- 
titled to. 

D. J. Trask, Esq., the next speaker, 
first replied to some of Mr. Gibbon’s 
sarcasm, and then entered into a vig- 
erous denunciation of the application 
in its present form. He read from the 
statute to show that the action of the

signs. He replied that he did not de- 
sirs to state what his opinion was 
without first having an opportunity to 
examine the law. He would be able to 
prepare an opinion by Wedn y. 
FAVORED BY TOLL. 

Councilman Toll then took the floor 
as a champion of the franchises as'ed 
for. He first referred to the previous 
attitude of the Council on the fran- 
chise question, and told why former 
applications had been denied, giving 
as a reason that the Council took the 
position that it did not have the right 
to give away without adequate return 
to the city such valuable privileges as 
had been asked for. 

“There is a wide difference between 
the applications formerly made, and 
which were refused by this Council, 
and those which are before us today,” 
he said. “You understand the differ- 
ence, but it is possible that the public 
may not, and it is proper that the 
public should know what the difference 
is. The reason this company comes 
here today and makes its application 
in this form is because the Council has 
compelled it to do so, or at least has 
made it impossible for applications to 
be made in any other form. In this 
case the compensation which the city 
would receive is to be found in the very 
operation of the franchises. It is ad- 
mitted that the privilege this company 
asks, if it were sold today, would re- 
sult in no financial benefit to the city, 
while if we grant it, the city will be 
benefited a thousand fold more than by 
the mere sale of the right to operate 
@ railroad along the streets mentioned 
in the application. The whole bugbear 
of this entire matter is the fear that a 
steam road is to be built and operated 
as a result of our granting this fran- 
chise. If the property owners believe 
that a steam road is what is intended 
they are justified in opposing it, for we 
know what the effect of a steam road 
is upon property along any street, but. 
if they are to secure an electric road 
they would be benefited. There seems 
to be some ground for this hue and cry 
about a steam road from the fact that 
the application is for a franchise 
for a steam railroad, but we have made 
it impossible for the application to be 
made in any other form. We know 
that so far as this com y is con- 


a steam railroad. We have today 
granted a franchise for a road in the 
Fifth Ward on precisely the same con- 
ditions as those which are presented In 
this other application. I would not 
dare go home to the people I represent 
if I knew that that franchise was 
loaded, and that instead of an electric 
road it was the intention to make of 
the strets in that ward a route for loco- 
motives and railroad cars. You know 
it isn’t loaded, and you know that the 
same is true of this apnvlication.” 
Continuing, Mr. Toll asked why the 
Council would grant one franchise and 
refuse the other. He expressed himself 
as being heartily in favor of the Ter- 
minal’s application. As an additional 
safeguard he suggested that the com- 
pany be required to elevate its tracks 
over those of the Santa Fé by means 
of a viaduct of sufficient grade to 
make impossible the use of steam cars 
upon it. He said that the question 
which had been asked the City Attor- 
ney is a most important one, and if 
the r@port is that the proposed condi- 
tions cannot be made binding, he would 
himself oppose the franchise. He there- 
fore moved that action be deferred un- 
til the next meeting of the City Coun- 
cil, to give the attorney an opportunity 
to examine into the matter. 
President Silver was the last to 
speak upon the subject. He said: 
“Our action today in granting a 
franchise might seem to be a reflection 
upon the former action of the Council 
in refusing to grant any franchises un- 
der the present unsatisfactory condi- 
tion of the law. I, with the other 
members of the Council, voted against 
the former applications because I be- 
lieve it to be my duty to conserve the 
best interests of the city, and inas- 
much as under the law as it exis 
it is extremely doubtful whether the 
city could derive any benefits or re- 
muneration from the sale of §fran- 
chises, I did not think it right ¢hat 
the city should give away such valuable 
privileges without some ample return. 
My belief in that matter was strength- 
ened by the knowledge that the present 
law, which did away with the sale of 
franchises for 92 cash consideration, 
was, I am credibly informed, the crea- 
tion of interested corporations. We 
had hoped that when the last Legisla- 
ture met that law would be changed, 
that the former law would be reénacted, 
but I have received reliable information, 
informationn from a source which Is 
worthy of belief, that the defeat of the 
effort to give us such a law as would 
give us relief was due also to the work 
of representatives of certain corpora- 
tions, and if that be true, it would seem 
that there has been an effort on the 
part of certain corporations to prevent a 
change In the law. so that franchises 
might be obtained without having to 
pay for them. It was this informa- 
tion which actuated me, and I know 
it actuated other members of this 
Council. In saying what I do, I do 
not desire to be considered as fore- 
shadowing what my vote on the present 
application will be, but it is a question 
whether by granting franchises now 
we do not do under a different guise 
what we have before refused to do. 
It is clearly our duty to protect rest- 
dence, sections from steam railroads, 
end the question which has been sub- 
mitted to the City Attorney is one of 
greatest Importance. Whatever may 
he ‘the demand, our duty ig plain if it 
is determined that we have not the 
power In granting these franchises to 
protect the thterests of the people.” 
There was a little sparring between 
‘Attorneys Gibbon and Dunn, but the 
Council had heard all that it wanted 
to hear upon the subject, and an ad- 
journment was ordered. 


MRS. WADLEIGH RETIRES. 
MISS JONES NOW LIBRARIAN. 
After three years efficient and faith- 

ful service as librarian of the Public 
Library, during which time she has 
been instrumental in doubling the ca- 
pacity and usefulness of that depart- 
ment, Mrs. Harriet Child Wadleigh 
retired from her position yesterday, 
and was succeeded by Miss Mary L. 
Jones. That this step was to be taken 
by Mrs. Wadleigh has been known for 
two months or more, in fact she. ten- 
dered her resignation in February, to 
take eeffct April 30, and at her earnest 
request it was accepted by the board. 
Her resignation was in no sense made 
at the request of the board, nor was 
the change in the head of the library 
force desired by the members, but in- 
asmuch as Mrs. Wadleigh had long 
wished to retire, and as her successor 
would have left the library to secure 4 
more important position than that 
then held by her had not the change 
been made at this time, Mrs. Wadd- 
leigh insisted that her resignation be 
accepted. 

Several days ago the books and ac- 
counts of the department were sub- 
mitted by the retiring librarian to an 
expert, and a report on the examination 
wf them was made at a special meet- 
ing of the Board of Library Directors 
yesterday. The books were found to 
be in every way correct. The board 
adopted the -following resolution: 

“Resolved, that the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Los Angeles Public Li- 
brary does hereby give expression to 
its sincere regret upon the-close of the 
term of office of Mrs. Harriet C. Wad- 
leigh as librarian; that the board 
deeply appreciates the courteous and 
efficient manner in which her duties 
as its secretary have always been per- 


/ formed; that, in the opinion of the

board, the thanks of this whole com- 
munity are due to Mrs. Wadieigh for 
her successful and p ve admin- 
istration of the affairs of the library 
and that she is to be congratulated upon 
having earned the most gratifying re- 
ward of public office—the esteem and 
affection of her associates and the 
commendation of the people whom she 
has served.” 

Miss Jones, who becomes librarian, 
has held the position of second assist- 
ant librarian for nearly two years. She 
is a graduate of the New York State 
Library School, and before coming to 
Los Angeles she had charge of the 
library of the University of Nebraska, 
at Lincoln, for five years.

_ WILLING TO PAY FOR IT. 

A committee of citizens from the 
Vernon district, representing the large 
number of irrigators who depend for 
their supply of water upon the zanja 
system of the city, appeared before 
the City Council yesterday morning for 
the purpose of urging that body to 
take such action as will secure for them 
a more abundant supply of water for 
irrigation purposes. The committee ar- 
rived after the Council had taken a 
recess until afternoon, but in order to 
hear them, the Council again convened. 
Thomas acted as spokesman for the 
committee, and he made an excellent 
presentation of the matter. 

He began by saying that the irri- 


cerned it is not the intention to build | S@tors had no fault to find either with 


the Council or the Water Overseer, 
but inasmuch as the water supply is 
now insufficient, they knew that in a 
month or two there would be scarcely 
any water for irrigation. They there- 
fore applied to the Council at this time 
to give them relief while yet there is 
time, and in order to save their crops 
through the summer. He said since 
that district was annexed to the city 
it had paid thousands of dollars as 
taxes and in return it had not received 
police protection. It is not asking and 


it asking additional fire protection. 


+ All the district wants is water, and 


that the city can supply. Continuing, 
he asked that additional pumping 
plants be established by the city. The 
irrigators are willing, not only to pay 
their taxes, but would gladly pay a 
higher rate for water if an increase in 


supply for their needs. It was not a 
question of money with them, and they 
are asking the Council for nothing for 
which they are not willing to pay. 
Mr. Thomas submitted that the city 
could well afford to put in such addi- 
tional pumping plants as are necessary 
when the irrigators would soon pay for 
them. 

A general discussion followed, in 
which the City Engineer stated that 
the two pumping plants already con- 
tracted for will be in operation within 
three weeks. He also explained how 
they would benefit the Vernon district, 
and said it is expected that 200 inches 
of water will be developed at each 
of them. It was now impossible to 
determine just how much of this ad- 
ditional water will be available for use 
by these particular petitioners, but 
they would certainly receive a greater 
supply than they had been getting, 
said the City Engineer. 

President Silver informed the com- 
mittee that the Council would do 
everything possible to give them what 
they’ asked, and that if the,two new 
pumping plants were successful he con- 
sidered it certain that other plants 
would be established. It is certain that 
no more of the underground flow of 
water in the river will be permitted to 
go to waste if the city can bring it 
to the surface. 


HEAVY TAX PAYMENTS. 

LAST DAY’S COLLECTIONS. 
Yesterday was the last day on whirh 
the second installments of city taxes 
could be paid without the usual penalty 
for delinquency. The payments were 
the heaviest made on any one day this 
year. From the time the collector's 
office was opened yesterday morning 
until Jong after 5 o’clock in the after- 
noon the office was filled with taxpay- 
ers. The collections for the day 
amounted to more than $41,000, nox 
counting the numerous checks which 
were sent in by mail. These will in- 
crease the total to more than $45,000.

A TALK ON LINCOLN. 
SANTA MONICA, April 30.—({Regular 
Correspondence.] Rev. William Steven- 
son, pastor of the Methodist Church of 
Whittier, and former pastor of the 
Santa Monica Methodist Church, de- 
livered a lecture this evening on ‘“Abra- 
ham Lincoln.” His address was 
founded on several years’ personal ac- 
quaintance with the great war Presi- 
dent, Mr. Stevenson being one of Lin- 
coln’s near neighbors in Springfield, Il. 
Tracing the history of the colonies 
and of the country down through the 
period of slavery, the lecturer pointed 
out how Lincoln became the chosen 
leader of the party thet abolished it. 
After speaking of Lincoln's early life 
he touched upon his education. 
“As he once told me,” said Mr. 
Stevenson, “he attended the common 
school till he could read and write and 
cipher as far as the rule of three. 
‘That,’ Lincoln said, ‘was as far as any- 
body expected to go in the way of édu- 
cation, except the man who made the 
arithmetic.’ | 
“In telling of his experiénces in keep- 
ing a store in Illinois, Lincoln said that 
he ‘sold some dry goods and some goods 
that were not very dry;’ that is, he 
‘Sold whisky. That was what he had 
been brought up to do.
